Nectar-yielding Plants 

which If sufficient seed was scattered 
on waste land, road-aides, etc., 
would greatly Increase honey pro¬ 
duction on Vancouver Island. 

Those who, are Interested i*» Im¬ 
proving and 'increasing the natural! 
resource* of Vancouver Island ap¬ 
parently little realise how this* 
could be aided, as far aa topnejr pro¬ 
duction 1 * concerned. If seed of 
nectar-yleldlng plants was Judicious¬ 
ly mattered on waste land, by the 
sides of roads, and other places. 

On account of the dry weather 
which usually prevails* on Vancouver 
Island during the months of July, 
August and Pept ember. causing 
vegetation to be parched amf dried 
up. It 1 * only possible for honey to 
be produced from the flowers tha*. 
bloom In profusion before thla 
period, or from those that will yield 
nActar under such conditions. 

White Dutch Clover (Trlfolium 
repent) — Perennial — This clover 
stands nt ther head of -at! other 
peotar-yielding plants on accourtt of 
the honey it yields being of the most 
exquisitely delicate and delicious 
flavor, as compared with other 
honeys. Being limpid and water- 
white Us appearance Immediately 
attmets the attention of honey con¬ 
noisseurs who know that this Is the 
honey par excellence, and the stan¬ 
dard bf which all other varieties of 
honey are Judged. 

Fortunately this clover Is not at 
all fastidious as to soil and climate 
and will grow almost anywhere. It 
certainly prefers soil containing lime 
, and where this Is present the flower* 
probably secrete a larger quantity 
of nectar. In district* where lobg 
draughts occur, and the soil is 6( a 

the 8 ummer. As all graxlng animals 
are fOnd of thla Clover It spreads 
very quickly, especially In districts 

t where-or©. u> r* n*♦,-«*- 

ttfatpcdx-fn'tTro" drtgftuiicirSfTlfc ahl- 
mals. which pass through their bodies 
undigested, are In (Ms way carried 
long distances. Sheep are particu¬ 
larly partial to whltg Dutch clover 
and thrive well on It. If seed Is sown 
- in the Spring the plants will flower 
to some extent the. first seAson. and 
If sown early itt the Atftom n iriU 
make strong growth and flower lux¬ 


uriantly the following year. The seed 
does not require inoculation with 
nltro-rulture like some other mem¬ 
bers of the lexume family. 

Alaike Clover (Trifoliqm hybridum) 
—Pcrtnmal-Alsike is almost, if not 
quite, a* valuable a honey plant as 
white Dutch clover, yielding honey 
of the same character, hut it re¬ 
quires more moisture than the latter, 
nnd 1 * therefore more suitable for wet 
land and a moist climate. 

Sweet Cloven—All the varieties of 
sweet clover are valuable honey 
plants and beloved by the bee* When 
onre they l>eoome established they 
will reseed themselves and come up 
every year. The honey yielded by'the 
. Hover* h»» x Je uW.l .vanilla, 
flavor, which, howerev ts toned down 
considerably • when admixed with 
honey gathered from other sources. 
Before sowing aced of the sweet 
clover* it ls necessary to dress It 
with nltro-culture. unless It la sown 
on land with either alfalfa or sweet 
clover has been grown before. 

Whits Sweet Clover (Melilotus

Th© crown of-the bed 
Will be‘nl.aped and smoothed by the 
bin row «dg© of th© tall board which 
lightly acrapea the surface. aa the 
sled passes along. 

PLACING THE ROLL

Part A. the drag-sled, pulverises 
the aoll and forms It Into a bed of 
the desired sh^pe to, receive the 
thermogen. Part B, n flanged roller 
or spool, which U Attached tu th© 
rear of the aled. shapes the paper 
ov*r-~th^ b©d and turns Its edge* 
dttwn--tntrr-the-furrows made- by rh© 
sled runners. Shovels or disks, port 
U: nroidaurd Juwt behind the flanged 
ends of the roller, which serve to 
throw the earth i»\*er the edges of 
the paper. The sled may be modi¬ 
fied to draw th© soil Into a bed of 
any s» 7 <* desired. Th© spool should 
be shaped to conform to the crown 
of the bed. Its barrel being cjrlln- 
drlcaL if the top of the bed ia to b© 
ft*T. *h?I concave. If the top of th© 
bed Is to be curved.

In fact, 
it may be said there is never any 
blame on the child for their ac¬ 
tions. when there are any that 
might draw criticism from a. heart¬ 
less disciplinarian, are only those 
which virtually any child would 
have been guilty if driven to them 
by the same set of circumstances. 
Often’ they have uncomplainingly 
suffered more than many adults 
would have suffered under similar 
conditions. 

The bright, happy, ambitious 
children of the home offer a strik¬

Jacob P. Hchoellkopf bought the 
canal at uuctlon and set to work ex¬ 
perimenting. testing and perfectly. 
In 1887 Prospect Pnrk, Niagara Falls, 
wus lighted by electric- arc tamps 
and excursions came to Bee ft. ' 
Prom that day that the first arc 
light glimmered the development of 
the falls was swift. The cheap powfrr 
was u magnet to industries. I’nder 
the hands of John Lyell Harper new 
waterways, tunnels and receiving 
Lo»|n* grew to mammoth construc¬ 
tions of cement, st«$l and stono. 
That Is the story of Niagara’s con- 


wllderness brough hack strange tales 
of fevers leaping down the >Mm of 
mountain#. They wrote poems about 
It. 

Sometime in 1757 an obscure fur 
trader named Chabert Joncaire took 
a pick to Niagara Instead of a pen. 
Above the American falls he dug 
a little circular ditch.

Joncalre’s pick saved the Niagara 
Falls Power- Company and factories 
and residents of seventeen counties 
3.500.000 tons of coal last year.
